Washington, Oct. 31. — ^Wben the 
SchUy (or.rt of inquiry resumed its 
Kitting Tliundajr, Captain T. B. Bor- 
den wa« called as the first witness of 
the (lay, ai d as the last wlino. s who 
was to testify ill Ailiniial Kclilcy's be- 
half. It bad bvvu c.p i tcd that Ad- 
miral EarAjr would bu called, but It 
has been deci lcd ihat his testimony 
if given would not be material and it 
is probable he will not testify. Cap- 
tain Borden Is an officer in the marine 
corps and served on tli'- Urooklyn dur- 
ing the Cuban (:i;iiiaK;n. His testi- 
many was therefore largely corrobor- 
ative of the evidence heretofore given 
by others on the Brooklyn. 

The rest of the day was taken up 
■with the ht-aniig of witnebsea calkd 
by the navy departnaent for tht pur- 
pose of impeachins cer;aln parts ct 
the testimony given in support ot Ad- 
miral Schley. Included In the list for 
this purpos.^ is Ca:;talu Cli:;"k's li. 
Sigsboe of the St. I'aul: Ca;-;a:n Kr;i.i- 
(is E. Cliadwif.k of Ad'niral gpinpr,oii'3 
flagship, the New York; Sylvcst. r 
Scovll, who was a newspaper coire- 
spondent in Cuban waters during the 
campaign; Major T. N. Wood. w1-o 
F'Tved on board the Ma; sac hrisotts U3 
marine officer; Llrutenant Pc tta and 
Lieutenant Grant, who also were on 
the Massachusetts, and Captain Ju> 
epta O. Eaton, who was on the Reso- 
lute. Captain Sigsbee was called for 
the purpose rebutting the testimony 
as to his message to the Sonu is X. 
Smith press boat and also his conver- 
sation on the Brooklyn to which wit- 
netaea have testified that he told Com- 
nodore Schley the Spaniards were 
not In Santiago. 

Mr. Scovll also was summoned for 
the purpose of rebuttini? testimony as 
to Captain Sigsbee's message to the 
press boat Somirs N. Smith. Captain 
Chadwick was called to testify con- 
cerning the conference between Ad- 
miral Sampson and Commodoip 
Schley May 19. Major Wood, Com- 
mander Potts 'and Lieutenant (Jrai t 
were to testify relative to the ward- 
room eonversatJen on the Massachu- 
lettl May 31. on which Lieutenant 
Sears Is alleged to have spoken of the 
difficulty of gettins Admiral Prhley to 
embark upon the reconnoissance la 
the harbor at Santiago which toe It 
place that day. Admiral Schley will 
probably not return to the witness 
stand for correction of hit testimony 
for two or three days. 

At the conclusion of Captain Bor- 
den's testimony at 11:15, counsel for 
Admiral Schley announced fiat they 
had closed their case. The statement 
was made In such quiet tones that it 
Is doubtful whether Its purport wad 
understood by half those present. 

Captain Parker then asked to have 
put in evidence a number of docu- 
ments including the report of the bat- 
tle of July 3, Admiral Schley made 
from Montevldo. June 3. 1900. This 
report never has been printed. Fol- 
lowing Is an extract from It: "In my 
Judgment from an unobstructed view 
of the entire field of action during the 
combat the Vlseaya was not more 
than 1.000 yards distant. My flag 
lieutenant, standing at my elbow, re- 
minded me that the distance hot'vi.u 
the leaders of the Spanish squadron 
and ourselves was approaching our 
tactical diameter. The stadimeter at 
this InsUnt Indicated 900 yards. The 
Brooklyn then swung to starboard to 
meet what proved to be the last of tha 
attempts to ram the Itrooltlyn, for the 
Viieaya then turned square to star- 
board and followed the Maria Teresa 
natll the latter's dettmction. Tbotio 
facta admit of no contradiction, for 
they are based upon the independent 
judgment and observation of two or 
more persons and upon the sUdiinet 
er in the bands of a person skilled in 
■ tta ate." 

Ten minutes wer^ consumed in pre- 
senting this report which was admit- 
ted. Lieutenant Grant was then call- 
ed as the first witness for rebuttal. 
Ho iBtorrogated only concerning 
ovoBte of May tl, when Ck)mmodore 
Schley went aboard the Maasachu- 
setts for the purpose of making a re- 
connolssance and bombarding the 
Colon, especially to th« conversatloi. 
in wUeil Ueutenant Sears, Oag lieu- 
tonant of the Brooklyn, was represent- 
ed as urginf Uwt no obstaclea be put 
in tho way of leCUng the bombardment 
go on because, as he was alleged to 
have said, it had been difficult enough 
to get the commodore up to the point 
of undertaking it "I frant you to state 
what the converiMtlOA was In tn^ 
Buteroom of tl»g vavlfator." laid Cap 
talo L^mly. 



At this point .ne testimony was 
biori,-ht to a sudd -n stop by an em- 
phatic remark by Mr. Rayner: "1 ob- 
ject" Addreasing the court, Mr. Ray- 
ner made a vigorous speech charging 
that the conversation In the wardroom 
of the Massachus its was immaterial. 

Following Mr. Hanna Captain Lcm- 
ly quoted the remark which Lieuten- 
ant Seara is allegad to have made as 
follows: "Por Ood'a aako dont dis- 
courage him (meaning Commodore 
Schley), It Is all that we have been 
able to do to work him up to this." 

Captain I'arker followed with a 
brief speech In support of Mr. Ray- 
ner 's contention. "If commanding of- 
ncers are to be Judged by all the fool 
Ish and ridiculous thinga young offic- 
ers say In the wardroom T don't know 
what would become of them," he said. 
The court then retired to consider the 
point ralaed, and avatalned the objec* 
tion. 

Lieut. (htmC WW then excused, and 
after a brief ronsultation between 
Captain I/emly and Mr. Hanna, Cap- 
tain Sigsbee was recalled. 

When he had taken hl« aeat, Mr. 
Hanna atoted that the wltnecs had 
been called for the purpose of secur- 
ing such facts as he might be possessed 
of that the <'Ourt or counsel might 
want to elicit from him. This state- 
ment brought Mr. Raynar to his feft 
with t!ie queation: "You are calling 
Oaptadn SIgabee in rebuttal of course?" 

C&ptaln Lemly: "I don't call It re- 
buttal; we call Captiiln Sigsbee be- 
cause he Is wanted to testify." 

Apparently Mr. Rayner wiS sur- 
prised. He said: 

"Have we right after we have closed 
the case to recall wHnessss except In 
rebuttal? That would lead to an In- 
termlnalile <ase. The rtilo of law is 
you can rcl)nt anything new that we 
have brought out, but you cannoit call 
witnesses to sustain former etatemente 
they have made. There i« no objec- 
tion to a witneaa in rebattal." 

Captain Lpmly: "OoOttaal Is wrong 
when he says I cloAed the case. I did 
not clooe it. I simply raid 'We reet 
here, and I propose to call further wlt- 
nesses hereafter.' I am only going 
to call auch wltneesea as the court 
thinlts neceeeary In order to have the 
facts bji'orc it." 

He contended that Uils Isf an inquiry 
and not a prosecution, and that the 
ueual rules of opening and closing and 
at rebuttal and ourrebnttal followed in 
ordinary courts of law were not to be 
followed In this case. The controver- 
sy betwen counsel continued for some 
time. Mr. Hanna said he had a con- 
versation wibh Mr. Rayner In which 
.tJie latter had promised, to be liberal 
in rebutting teatlmMiy. ReDlytng Mr. 
Rayner said his promise applied only 
to rebutting testimony proper. The 
discussion continued until court re- 
cessed for luncheon. After recess Ad- 
miral Dewey read the court's decision, 
which was as f<dlows: "Admiral 
Schley requested the department to 
take such action as may bring under 
discussion and review his brothers in 
arms certain criticisms made on him. 
This request indicated that be deislred 
a oourt of inquiry to Investigate the 
portions ot his naval career to which 
such critlcisme referred. In pursu- 
ance of this request the department or- 
dered a court of Inquiry to thoroughly 
Inquire Into all the circumstanosa bear- 
ing on the subjeet ot Investigation, dl- 
raotsd tbo attMtion of the court to 
certain Important points and ordered 
the oourt to report all the pertinent 
facte which It may deem esUblls'hed. 
The court Is theiefore required to ex- 
amine all witiu'v.-i .-i who may have any 
knowledge of the matters brought to 
its aittentton and is not bound by any 
technical laws regarding laws, evi- 
dence or order, and to thle end wlt- 
n**«ee may be called at any time or at 
any time may be calle<l to make cor- 
rections or additons In the nature of 
eorrsotlon in their testimony. The 
tects in tiis o«M may. If possible, be 
placed clearly before the court but no 
witness shall reiterate former state- 
ments." 

CapUln Sigsbee said In testifying 
he stood by bis former testimony. Sev- 
eral pther witnesses were called to 
the same effect. 

Theee included Lieutenant John 
Roys watch officer on the Eagle, Quar- 
termaster Anderson of the Brooklyn, 
Alfred B. Claxton machinist on the 
Tssas, and Captain Chadwick, who 
was on tjis stand until oourt adjourned 
for the dajN

WARSHIPS SENT TO THfi LEVANT 



Naval Demonstration Intended to 
Bring the Turk to TerniA— Porte 

Kepuctltitcs |{('H|>unsU)iIit V Kui- 
Abdiictiou ul Mlaa £«ioue. 



Paris, Oct. :n.— Omcials of the 
French for( iiai off.cc confiim tlu- re- 
port that a di\ i^i().i of the Fr< iich 
Mediterranean tleot, compostd of three 
battleships and two cruisers, under 
command of Admiral Calllard, has 
proceeded from Toulon to the Levant 
to make a naval demonstration against 
Turkey. 

An official of the foreign office com- 
municating the foregoing, said: "The 
squadron sailed with sealed ordeis 
and proceeds first to a Greek port, the 
Island of Syra, I think, where the ad- 
miral will recciv<; definite instructions 
as to carrying out his sealed oidcrs. 
I am not at liberty to say what the 
sealed orders are, but the salsure of 
the customs at Smyrna would probably 
be a very effective way ot convincing 
the sultan that France's patience Is 
exhausttil ai.d tliat wc have decided 
to enforce an immediate ex- culidn of 
the Turtcish government's tngagc- 
ments. We, however, are very hope- 
ful that the sultan will not compel us 
to go to tiiat extreme. Our squadron 
will not reach the Greek port before 
Sunday. The Turldsh gov cniiiu nt 
has thus still three days grat e, and 
we trust. In the meantime to receive 
complete satisfaction. We have been 
very considerate toward Turkey, hop- 
ing, up to the last moment, that she 
would cany out her engagements and 
It Is only now. when wc find tliai tliere 
is no serious indication of her doing 
so, tXiat we have reluctantly resolved 
to put stronger pressure to bear in 
the shape of a naval demonstration. 
It is now tv.o months since the French 
ambassador. M. Constans, left Con- 
sta:itinoi)lc. His departure failed to 
produce the desired effect. Un the 
contrary even the quays and Tubinl 
questions, which were settled by the 
sultan's irade, remain unadjusted. The 
Internal situation In the Tuiklsh em 
plre dcteritd us, for some time from 
taking drastic measui'< s to eiifoice 
our demands. Cut the dignity of 
France could not permit the present 
state of affairs to be prolonged In- 
definitely. We sincerely hope the sul- 
tan wi;l fully appreciate the fact that 
we cannot any longer be trifled with, 
and relieve us of taking further steps 
to safeguard our interests." 

The official was asked what would 
happen in the event of the French 
squadron being ordered to seise tne 
cu.-^tonis and If the Turkish authori- 
ties resisted, and he replied: "That 
is a very unlikely contingency, but if 
it occurred. I suppose we shall have 
to bombard the port. We do not want 
bloodshed, and I do not believe there 
will be any occasion for it." 

Turk Rnrudlates ftecponslbiiity. 
Constantinople. Oct. 31. — The Turk- 
ish government is aneady preparing 

to resist the antk-lpatcd di mand of 
the United States for repayment of 
the ransom money to secure the re- 
lease of Miss EWen M. Stone, the ab- 
ducted Amerlean missionary. The 
porte repudiates all responsibility for 
the kidnaping of Miss Stone and main- 
tains that the Cnited States has no 
claim against Tuikcy and that, lh;-!e- 
fore, the latter is jus-tifl.d in refu.-ing 
to recoup the United SiaUs tor the 
money expended in her rescue. Tuik- 
lsh reslstence of any claims will be 
based upon these contentions: That 
Miss Stone, although warnid of the 
dang ers of the i o;ul. p« rsisted in trav- 
eling; that she >liii not notify tlie 
authorities of her Intentions, In order 
to Obtain an escort which precaution 
even the foreign consuls always take 
when traveling In such outlying, In- 
secure districts of the empire; thr.t 
the brigands who kidnaped Miss 
Stone and .her companion were Bui 
garlans, that the couji was planned 
in Bultaria and that sanctuary was 
found in Bulgarian territory. 

Tumor In King's Throat 
London. Oct SI.— With a full sense 
of Its responsibility in the matter, 
the Medical Press and Circular prinU 

some alarming details on the subject 
of the king's hialth. It Is stated thiit 
papillomatous growths have on three 
occasions boon removed from the 
king's left vocal chord and that an 
immediate operation of another na- 
ture has been rendered necessary. 
"Under the circumstances," says the 
publication, "It seems right and proper 
that the natural anxiety shOttld be at 
once met with a clear announcement 
aa to the truth or otherwise of these 
distressing reports." In contradiction 
to this The Lancet tays It has official 
authority to aiin<iun(e that the recent 
rumors regarding the health of King 
Edward ars satlrsly witboat trtttk or 
foundatlvD. 



THREL FIfiES IN OHIOAGO. 

Hueh Property^Destroyed and Many 
Pamliien Rendered Hamelea*. 

Chicago, Oct 31— Chicago had three 
destructive llres wltliln 2 \ hours. The 
6-8tory brick building at 141-143 On- 
tario street was dc stroyed. The build- 
ing was occupied by Derby steam 
laundry, the Chicago Central cleaning 
works and Titmmerman & Co., manu 
facturers of shirtwaists. Loss estimat- 
ed at >60,000. half of which is on con- 
tents. This Are is supposed to have 
started from an explosion. 

The 3-story brick cooperage shop of 
John Johnson at 810-212 North Car- 
penter street, burned, causing a loss 
of $(iO,000. Several pcrs(jns living in 
cottJges adjoining the shops were 
overcome by smoke and were carried 
out. by the police. Five firemen were 
caught in the basement and more or 
less seriously burned. They were res- 
cued by other firemen. 

Peters & Co., pi( tui<' frani" factory 
at Union street ami .\ustin avenue, 
and the packing plant of Feinburg & 
Stopp, with two blocks of dwellings 
on Milwaukee avenue are in ruins, 
about 35 families being burned out. 
Total loss $2r,0.000, of which $175,000 
Is on the pictu'-e frame faelory.

The lynching party went to the Jail 
and upon d( mand the keys were sur- 
rendeied. The cell in which the nci-ro 
was confined was entered and ihi 
noose was adjusted about his neck. 
Esters was dragged down the Jail 
stairs and out Into the street. He 
managi'd to slip the noose from hi.s 
neck and n.ade a bieak for liberty. 
The mob made after the ne^io. yel! 
Ing and firing at him with guns and 
pistols. The negro fell when about 
100 yards from the Jail, riddled with 
bullets. The noose was again placed 
about the m gro'.s neck and he was 
dragged to the couit hou.;e and o'irun'j 
to thf» topmost steps. 

The mub was formed in the nelKh- 
borhood of the crime. When tha 
lynching was accomplished the mob 
dispersed.

The introduction of teatimony in the 
Powers case of men who swear that Fin- 
ley and Taylor told them in advance that 
Goebel would be killed calls attention 
again to the convincing nature of their 
I statements. Look at Wharton Qoldeu's 
statement of Governor Taylor'a remark 
to him : 

Wharton, It Uan awful thhiK to thiiik of tiikiiiK 
human life, but It looks like (iocbel ami thoM' 
' fcllowa must die or we will he robbed. 
I As a matter of course in politics the 
side that gains the advantage in a close 
contest ia believed by the other side to 
do it dishonestly, and in this case that 
sentiment was a matter of notoriety. 
Not only in Kentucky, but outside of it, 
the Republican press proclaimed thai 
Ooebel was preparing to rob the Repub- 
licans of the ( iVicep. And it waa notable 
that this charge involved the integrity of 
the courts and the Legislature, for Goe- 
bel could do nothing except through the 
regular tribunals in which power had 
been lodged by the laws of the State, the 
whole reaponaibility waa centered on Goe- 
bel. He waa the one object of Republi- 
can execration. The suggestion waa so 
plain— get rid of Goebel and our side 
will win. 

This is the weakness of the anarchist 
theory, from a practical standpoint. Aa- 
saasination helpe notblng . Csolgo* s may 
have thought he accomplished something 
by killing President McKinley, but how 
absurd the thought. If there anything 
wrong in our aystem of government, Mc- 
Kinley waa not the cause of it, and his 
assassination did not remove it. The 
government goes on as Itefore. And so 
what these Kentucky desperadoea ex- 
pected to accomplish by killing Goebel 
waa not accomplished. On the contrary, 
their situation was made worse. But 
that result is never seen by the political 
assassin. They are threatening in Ken- 
tucky now to kill Jndge Oantrill to save 
Powers from punishment, and a guard 
has been put about the court. Of course 
if Cantrill were asaaasinated it would not 
prevent bringing Powers to justice, but 
w jold make that result more certain, yet 
there are probably dozens of Republi- 
cana in Kentucky who would attempt 
that course if opportunity offered. 

This is theKentOek? Republican sys- 
tem. All the Kantooky feud counties 
are Repnblieaa counties. Assassination 
is the custom there. If a man ofTends 
you, or beats you in a lawsuit, or cuts you 
out with your girl, or defeata jon in an 
election, shoot him. If you cannot find 
him, shoot some of his relatives. And, 
above all, shoot him from ambush. That 
is the system in force in all the strong 
Republican counties of Kentucky for the 
settlement of all sorts of controversies, 
and the "bad men" from these counties 
were openly brought to the Kentucky 
capital by Taylor and Finley to "see 
that justice was done." Now their com- 
paniona in crime are pobliahing to the 
world what was whispered in their ears. 
You may conceal aome crimes, but you 
cannot conceal one in which you take a 
regiment or two into your confidence. 
The murder will out somewhere.
